Answer—Traitor to Socialism

but. we say the history of their 
downfall began long before they 
organized the so-called “Paral- 
lel” Center, this off-shoot of the 
criminal Trotzkyist - Zinovievist 
United Bloc. 

The organic link is here at, 
hand. From the platform of 1936, 
from anti-Soviet street demon- 
strations, illegal print shops, and 
the League with White guard 
officers which they also accept- 
ed then, to destructive work, es- 
pionage, terror, and betrayal of 
the Fatherland from 1932 to 1936 
‘s one step. And they took this 
step.

His statement follows: , 

On Feb. 25, 1936, Maurice Spector returned from a visit to 
Leon Trotzky in Norway. Spector is a leading Trotzkyite, who 
had been paritcularly active in Canada. Coming to the United 
States in late 1935, he became one of the three top leaders in the’ 
Muste Abern caucus of the Trotzkyites. : i 

(This was a bloc of two of the five then existing factions’ 
within the Trotzkyite Workers’ Party. It is one of the factional 
groups which constantly formed and re-formed with the Trotzky- 
ites, warring with each other for first place in attacking the Sov- . 
iet Union.) it 

Spector received his passport to Norway through the co- 
operation of Freda Kirclewey of the Nation in representing that 
he was a journalist. é 

On the day of his return—Feb. 25—the members of the Muste- 
Abern caucus met in the apartment of Lyman Paine Jr., 39 West 
67th St., New York, to hear Spector’s report. Paine( who was 
then also a member of the Socialist Party under the name of 
White, had accompanied Spector on the trip to Trotzky. 

CABLES READ AT MEETING 


In addition to Spector and Piane. there were present at this 
meeting A. J. Muste, then national secretary of the Trotzkyite 
Workers’ Party; E. R. McKinney and Arnold Johnson, then mem- 
bers of the Political Committee of the Workers’ Party; Martin. 
Abern, one of the original Trotzkyites of this country; Nathan 
Gould, then secretary of the Trotzkyite Spartacus. Youth League, 
and Max Stirling, one of the leading New York Trotzkyites. 

Spector had been sent to Norway by the Muste-Abern fac- 
tions, in order to present to Trotzky their opposition to the Can- 
non-Schachtman faction and their contention that the most effec- 
tive way to war upon the Soviet Union was through an independ- 
ent Trotzkyite organization instead of through entry into the So- 
cialist Party. 

While Spector was on his European trip Muste and Cannon 
separately received cables from Trotzky, ordering entry into the 
Socialist Party. These cables were read at a membership meeting . 
of the Trotzkyites, held in New York early in 1936: At this meet- 
ing Cannon stated that entry, into the Socialist Party was a second 
maneuver of the same character as the first maneuver in merging 
with the “American Workers’ Party.” The Trotzkyites would de-

(These extracts from 
speech by Earl Browder, gener- 
al secretary of the. American 
Communist Party, at the recent 
Lenin memorial meeting held at 
Madison Square Garden, New 
York, show that it is in keeping 
with the true American liberty- 
loving tradition for the Ameri- 
can people to aid the Spa 7a 
people in their fight against 
cism, for democracy.) 

A deep blush of shame should 
sweep over every American, 
whenever Spain is mentioned, 
since that day, at the opening 
of Congress, when our Admin- 
istration at Washington rushed 
in such indecent haste to place 
a blockade against democratic 
Spain—a gratuitous act of war 
against a friendly nation—upen 
the hypocratical plea of ‘neutral- 
ity” and the desire to keep out 
of war. 

An Act of War 


To avoid embarrassing Hitler, 
who threatens the whole world 
with war, our government actual- 
ly performed an act of war 
against Spain, against Spanish, 
democracy and for the alien fas- 
cist hordes bombarding ‘Madrid 
and slaughtering hundreds of 
thousands of men, women, and 
children. And it was only a 
year ago that the same people 
were telling us that a- blockade 
against fascist Italy, in the act 


en. peace. . 

Evidently the principle that is 
guiding these policies is, to help 
the fascists in the hope they will 
not attack America, but under 
no circumstances to help small- 
er nations, even though dem- 
ocracies, but rather help their 
enemies, because these -democ- 
racies neither could nor would 
threaten America. It is the prin- 
ciple of rewarding our enemies 
and punishing our friends. And 
this is called a “peace” policy! 
What utter degradation to which 
we are descending! 

Our enemies a¢cuse the Com- 
munist Party that we, in de- 
manding the support of Spanish 
democracy, are bringing some 
alien doctrine to America, They 
say our Leninist principles are 
“imported from Moscow.” 


- Passion For Liberty 
It is really too bad if true 


come only from Moscow. It is 
true that, of all governments of 
the world, only that of the Sev- 
iet Union has stood staunchly, 
without wavering, at the side of 
Spanish democracy in its. hour 
of trouble. That is to the glory| 
of socialism and the Soviet Un-

Even Al Smith, 
the mouthpiece for the duPonts 
and Hearst, must pay lip-service 
to Thomas Jefferson as the first 
great ideologist of the American 
democratic tradition. Let us ask 


Thomas Jefierson where he 
stands on this issue. 
The Words of Jefferson 


/ In a report on some negotia- 
tions with Spain, March 18, 1792, 
Jefferson observed: 


(American revolution) we were 
joined by France as an ally, and 
by Spain and Holland as asso- 
ciates; having a common enemy, 
each sought that common enemy 
wherever they could find him!” 
About the French revolution, 
Jefferson said, in a letter to Ed- 
ward Rutledge, August 25, 1791: 
“I still hope the French revo- 
lution will issue happily. I feel 


leans in some degree on that; 
and that failure there would be 
a powerful argument to prove 
that there must be a _ faijure 
here.” 

And what should be done 
when a. sister democracy is 
threatened by a concentration of 
enemies? Jefterson gave the an- 
swer when he recorded a con- 
versation with George Washing- 
ton dated December 27, 1792: 


.. he (Washington) observed 
to me, that he thought it was 
time to endeavor to effect a 
stricter connection with France. 
He went into the circumstance 
of dissatisfaction between Spain 
and Great Britain and us, and 
observed there was no nation on 
whom we could rely, at all 
times, but France. (I was much 
pleased with the tone of this 
observation. It was the very doc- 
trine which had been my polar 
star... . .)” 

When France was attacked and 
blockaded, did Jefferson want 
the United States also to rush 
to join the blockade? Not at all, 
although the United States was 
a relatively weak country. In a 
letter to James Madison, Jeféer- 
son said, in March, 1793: 


that the naval powers combining 


plies, even of provisions, to that 
country ..: I should hope that 
Congress . . . would instantly ex- 
clude frem our ports all the 
manufactures, produce, vessels, 
and subjects of the nations com- 
mitting this aggression, during 
the continuance of the aggression, 
and till full satisfaction is made

What a world of difference be- 
tween this bold defense of dem- 
ocracy against all its “enemies, 
and the present cowardly crawl- 


ing on the belly before Hitler! 


A Fundamental American 
Doctrine 

Jefferson further elaborated this 
fundamental American doctrine, 
ina letter to Gpuvernour Morris, 
Minister to France, on March 
12; 1793: 

“, .. we received information 
that a National anapsd had

Mutual good oifices, mutual af- 
iection, and similar principles of 
government, seem to destine the 
two nations for the most inti- 
mate communion; and I cannot 
too much press it upon you, to 
improve every opportunity which 
many occur. . . for placing our 


‘commerce with ‘that nation and 


its dependencies on the freest 
and most encouraging footing 
possible.” 

How far, how far, we have 
travelled from Jefferson, when 
an administration acts .upon the 
opposite principles; instead of}. 
aavancing finanees places all 
obstacles in the way 
in the way of ‘simple transfer of 
the funds of the friendly democ- 
racy in trouble; when ne op- 
portunity is lost to demonstrate 
that no help will be permitted, 
even of private persons. Mutual 
good ofticés, mutual affection, 
and similar principles of gov- 
ernment, count no more than 
the principle of defense of dem- 
ocracy and peace. Commerce is 
prohibited, instead of made as 
tree as possible. It is the anti- 
democratic attackers to whom 
Jefferson would apply the em- 
bargo, but our administration 
has turned Jeiferson’s principles 
exactly into their opposite. 

President Roosevelt would do 
well to ponder the words of Jef- 
ferson, in a letter to Edmund 
Randolph, June 2, 1793, in 
which he said: 

“Indeed, I fear that if this 
summer should prove disastrous 
to the French, it will dampen 
that energy of republicanism in 
our new congress, from which I 
had hoped so much reforma- 
tion.” 

Jefferson’s doctrine, so Oppo- 
site to that cowardly “neutral- 
ity” that attacks a friendly dem- 
ocracy instead of aiding it, ex- 
pressed the deepest sentiments 
of the masses of the American 
people, not only at that moment 
but generally. During the French 
Revolution, money and arms 
were sent to France, American 
Jacobin Clubs were formed here, 
and all except the extreme re- 
actionaries openly expressed their 
support and admiration for its 
democratic principles. 

America and Revolution of 1848 


During the European revolu- 
tion of 1848, America showed 
deep sympathy for the revolu- 
tionaries. They welcomed with 
great acclaim such revolutionary 
leaders as Weydemeyer, Kossuth, 
and Carl Schurtz. During our 
Civil War, it was the boast of 


the North that revolutionary |: 


leaders from Europe were fight- 
ing in the Union ranks against

ish and Hollanders helped us in

The ILA fought to maintain what it had-wen in 1934, the 
six-hour day-and the union hiring hall, but it held back from en- 
tering into negotiations with the employers until the very last, in 
order to back up the demands and negotiations of the seamen. 
Whatever the seamen have gained, can be attributed to she 
power of the Maritime Federation, and to the support given to 
them by the longshoremen.

I came here with a small capi- 
tal about niné months ago and 
opened a small business, but on 
account of conditions here, my 
businegs has gone on the rocks. | 
finally’ got so hafd-up, with ill 
ness in my family, I was forced 
to ask for aid; as there are five 
small children, my wife and I, 
you can see it takes something 
to feed my outfit. And it takes 
coal to keep ‘from freezing to 
death. 

Well, after waiting for sev- 
eral days without anything in 
the-house, they finally came and 
gave us three cans of beef, three 


small cans of apple sause, one 


pound salt pork, two pounds 
dried prunes, but no coal and 
no money to buy some. I was 
told that I had not been in Idaho 
long enough to receive relief. 

However, the same day I was| 
being told above, the House and 
Senate now in session at Boise, 
Idaho, passed a bill calling for 
$10,000 to, feed the poor starving 
ducks. It was. necessary to push 
the bill through as an emergency 
because something just had to 
be done to save the poor little 
ducks; but they are. willing to 
allow my kiddies to-go hungry 
and cold. , 

Slaps Roosevelt 

How much longer are we fath- 
ers of America going to remain 
asleep while our families go hun-. 
gry, cold and naked and without 
medical attention? How much 
longer are we going to allow the 
cheap charlatan, faker and hy- 
pocrite in the White House to 
lull us to sleep with false prom- 


ises.and left-over “bunk.” 


You and I know ways can be 
found to get our just dues if we 


‘will just wake up, What kind of 


stuff are we made out of that 
we allow ourselves to be ground 
down in the dirt, and jumped on 
after we are down? Unless I am 
very badly mistaken, we will 
turn some of these days and 
when, we do, it won’t be a pretty 
picture. and it may be very pain- 
ful for some of those now riding 
the waves. ; 


History sometimes repeats. It 
happened some years ago in 
France, and recently in a country 
called: Russia. “Of course, it 
couldn't happen here” — some 
people are so sure of that. I 
am not so sure of that. I? am 
not sy sure it -couldn’t happen 
here. Give me 500,000 men with 
their minds made up to do: the

A little more regarding relief 
here--they pay a man $40 a 
month, if he works on WPA, with 
no extra help of any kind. He 
pays at least $10 a month for 
rent and $10 for fuel this time 
of year. That leaves $20 to buy 
food, ¢lothing or any medicine 
you ‘ma require. What I dan’t 
understand is why in h—— they 
don’t gend ‘a firing squad and 
finish, us off quickly—why let 
us suffer from slow starvation, 
and prolong the agony?

MONO CRATER BASIN—Accepting the challenge thrown by czaristic officials of the 
Los Angeles City Bureau of Water and Power, CIO unions of the tunnel construction industry 
mobilized their resources to carry on the strike of 800 men, now paralyzing all operations 
at the Mono Craters tunnel project of the Bureau. | ! 

Upon receiving a flat rejection of their demand for a reversal of orders for second 


class or inexperienced miners tox 


undertake the duties of first class 
miners at $1 a day less than the 
prevailing scale, together with 
the insulting offer of a thinly 
disguised blackball system in an- 
swer to their demand for rein- 
statement of 22 negotiations 
committeemen—discharged, kid- 
naped and deported by armed 
guards for their part in present- 
ing a protest—the ‘strike com- 
mittee of Mono Craters Tunnel, 
Subway and Aqueduct Workers’ 
Local 279, of the International 
Union of Mine, Mill and Smel- 
ter Workers, notified other tun- 
nel locals of their determination 
to fight the issue to a finish. 

Support From Union Brothers 

The Southern California Tun- 
nel, Subway and Aqueduct 
Workers’ Local 270, operating on 
the Colorado River Aqueduct, 
was notified at midnight Friday, 
January 30, and called a special 
emergency meeting at 1 a. m. 
The meeting, attended by 200 
men, voted unanimously to send 
representatives to Los Angeles 
to confer with the strike com- 
mittee, giving them full power 
to set up a strike headquarters 
and recruiting hall jointly with 
the Mono Craters Local. 

The body’s letter to L. Gil- 
more, bonded Relief Secretary of 
the striking local, stated: 

Real Solidarity 

“We are now aware of your 
conditions and wish to state that 
through a special meeting, we 
have the sanction of this body 
to stand behind your action 2100 
strong, with support both moral 
and financial. 

“Your fight is our fight and 
we remember cwell our oath— 
‘An injury to one is an injury to 
all.’ The committee bearing this 
letter also has the power to open 
a hall for the betterment of all 
and your present need.” 

Pledges of support are coming 
in from other tunnel locals on 


the Coast. 


Solid Strike 

The strike committee reports 
100 per cent organization of the 
men. Only pump men and other 
maintenance workers necessary 
to prevent destruction of the 
tunnels, are working by orders 
of the elected committee. 

The strike is being successfully 
conducted in spite of almost to- 
tal lack of communication and 
transportation facilities. Men 
are picketing the job in spite of 
six feet of snow and extreme 
sub-zero temperatures. 

Strikers, having had _ their 
blankets taken and-the heat shut 
off in the camps, are using every 
available shelter in the small 
villages of Leevining, 10 miles 
from the closest camp. The 
townsfolk, who are in ardent 
sympathy with the men, have 
welcomed them into their homes. 

22 Men Kidnaped 

Legal action may be taken on 
behalf of men who were sent to 
Mono Craters to report for work 
without being notified of the 
strike conditions as required by 
state law. Action may also be 
taken for the men who were 
rousted out of bed and out of 
camp by armed men in the em- 
ploy of the Bureau. 

The 22 men of the Negotia- 
tions Committee were forced in- 
to a bus and the bus escorted to 
Los Angeles by a car full of 
State highway patrolmen, armed 
with submachine guns. 

Strikers and their families in- 
cluding. small children, residing 
near the camps, were ordered to 
leave within 24 hours by Fog- 
erty, the Bureau's chief gunman 
on the job. Fogerty, who was 
deputized“ by Mono County for 
policing beer joints, had his 
Cates withdrawn by the indig- 
nant sheriff. 

' Early Saturday morning, Jan- 
uary 30, the joint committee of: 
Local 279 and 270 opened strike 
headquarters at 321 West 2nd St, 
Los Angeles, directly across the 
street from the offices of the 
Bureau. Strike donations will 
be accepted at that address by 
a bondeds man.

Equal for Miners 
And Chuckers

BANNING—I hope you have 
all the dope on the strike at Mo-

to the Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers’ unions in California 
right now. 

The strike is 100 per cent, ac- 
cording to the report we have 
in our Local 270. 


Pay Scalers 


Those pf us who follow *his 
line of Work have always been 
opposed to the Mono wage scale, 
because there isn’t a dollar a 
day difference between a miner 
and a chuck tender, or, as the 
men are rated on the Mono job, 
miners first class $6.50 and min- 
ers second class $5.50. 

All jobs done in the West on 
this kind of construction for 
years and years, showed only a 
small difference in wages in the 
two ratings, miners and chuck- 
tenders. gaa 

The Edison job at Big Creek 
paid 50 cents difference. Boulder 
Dam paid miners $5.60, chuckers 
$5.20. Metropolitan Aqueduct 
paid the Boulder scale on all the 
line until men got hostile, and 
raised the wages of miners to 
$6.50 and chuckers $6 in wet 
tunnels, only in February, 1935. 
Miners sinking shafts got $7.20 
here, also at Mono. 

The lot of these two workers 
is almost the same, so why the 
dollar difference in pay? 

The miners point the holes 
and run the machines, but the 
is there all the time 
changing steel, moving the ma- 
chine, etc. When they are tim- 
bering, the miner is putting in 
the crown bars and the cribbing, 
and the chucker is helping him 
always, getting the timber, 
handing him blocks, wedges, etc. 

They both take the same 
chance while handling powder 
and primers. The miner tamp- 
ing the powder, the chucker 
putting the powder in the holes. 

The miner has the edge while 
drilling, as the chucker is in 
front of him. They are both 
in danger, but if the ground is 


likely to get hit with any rock 
that falls from the face of the 
tunnel. 

While the mucking machine is 
getting out the muck, the miner 
gets the break in good ground 
and thé chucker, when timber 
is going up. So you see,: we 
don’t think that the Mono scale 
was just in driving the tunnel. 
To Present Demands in Banning 
~ Will write you on our own 
problems in Banning. A com- 
mittee of 25 or 30 is meeting 
now trying to agree on demands 
to be considered at our ‘next 
meeting and then presented to 
the Metropolitan Water District.

kind of work are beginning to 
realize that we’ must put a stop 
to this kind of inhuman methods 
of treating us,.by throwing our 
support behind the building of 
a strong Farmer-Labor Party.

Artists in Revolutionary Current 


Mexican Movement Praised After Congress 


(Special to ‘the Western Worker) 


MEXICO, D. F.—The revolu-. 
tionary movement in _ literature 


and the arts in Mexico is in ad- 
vance of similar movements in 
the United States, in the opin- 
ion of Joseph Freeman, one of 
the editors of New Masses, who 
attended the congress of the 
League of Revolutionary Artists 
and Writers here.

Labor Relations Board, flared in 
a resolution introduced in the 
Seattle Central Labor Council. 


Lynch and Armstrong, organ; 
izers of the Seattle chapter of 
the American Newspapes™- Guild, 
were illegally dismissed." Pecause 
of their union activity, *aecord- 
ing to the labor board: o¥et the 
Hearst management is" planning 
to fight fhe reinstatement order 
in the federal courts. 

The dismissals. led to the 3- 
month strike which shut down 
the P.-I. completely when the 
mechanical unions -refused to 
pass through guild picket lines. 
Terms of the settlement, signed 
j after election, included guild rec- 
Pactitinh: favorable revision of 
wage scales and working hours, 
and a proviso-that the cases of 
Lynch and Armstrong were to 
be left in the hands of the 
NLRB. 

Now the P.-I. management, 
with the President’s son-in-law 
at the helm, seeks to “run out” 
on the board’s decision. The 
fact that Boettiger and his wife 
were obviously brought to Seat- 
tle to give a “New Deal” color- 
ing to the re-opened P.-I., makes 
organized labor particularly re- 
sentful of the ‘young publisher’s 
failure to reinstate Lynch and 
Armstrong.;

“In view of the limited peri- 
6d left to conduct this activity, 
this conference empowers its ex- 
ecutive committee to carry on 
in its regular capacity the work 
for the election campaign with 
the sincere hope that the Central 
Labor Council will discuss and 
act upon the proposals herein 
made. To make this work more 
effective, we instruct our ex- 
ecutive committee to cooperate 
with the Central Labor Council 
in bringing about the desired re- 
sults. 

“On January 23, the L. A. 
Times, mouthpiece of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the M. & 
M., and other open shop inter- 
ests, editorially launched a vici- 
ous attack against our confer- 
ence. This atatck proved: (1) 
Our conference, in the short pe- 
riod of its existence, has already 
been able to develop a great 
amount of influence which the 
corrupt and labor hating ele- 
ments begin to fear; (2) that the 
vested interests are determined 
to split the unity of labor’s 
ranks and prevent its united ac- 
tion. 

~The conference emphatically 
agrees with statements made by 
Brothers Buzzell, Gillette and 
others at the January 22nd meet- 
ing of the Central Labor Coun- 
cil to the effect that only united 
action will accomplish our pur- 
poses. The organized labor 
movement must not allow the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
M. & M. to divide its ranks. The

The assessment which the steel 
companies refused to collect for 
the union, despite its agreements, 
amounted to $1 for the month of 
January and $1 for the month 
of February: This assessment 
was voted by the executive 
board of the United Mine Work- 
ers to cover recent expenditures. 

The steel companies claim that 
the funds are to be used in a 
war chest against them and, up- 
on the pretext that Lewis’ sig- 
nature was “above the United 
Mine Workers instead of below 
as in the contract, returned the 
letter requesting the additional 
assessment to the union.

Utili- 
ties Union stated that 2200 utili- 
ties workers were already or- 
ganized industrially. 

What a Spirit! 

Brother Dalrymple, acting 
chairman, and representative of 
the SWOC gave many facts on 
conditions in steel, comparing 
the wages of the workers. 

The applause he received and 
the number of cards turned in 
tended strongly to prove that 
practically all those present were 
unoin-conscious. 

Staunch solidarity was shown 
when one of the workers pres- 
ent asked, through Bro. Dalrym- 


ple, how many were afraid of 


spotters and stool pigeons of the 
Steel Trust. All those that were 
not were asked to rise. To a 
man they all arose, amid hur- 
rahs and hand-clapping. 

When the literautre, particu- 
larly “Steel. Labor,” was passed 
out, eager hands were  out- 
stretched to receive it and many 
voices were raised, asking for 
extra copies to give to their 
friends. 

A determined enthusiasm 
seemed to .pervade the assem- 
bly, an enthusiasm that pointed 
to a well-thought out desire and

Fight Fink Book (Keep Ball, Open 


SAN FRANCISCO—“Just so 
long as you keep the solidarity 
of your unions, fellows, we can 
fight the fink book.

Firm Broke 2 Pacts 


The following statement was ~ 


issued by the International Fur 
Workers’ Union, local 87, in an- 
swer to. the recent arrest of a 
newsboy who was selling the 
Los Angeles Citizen, official or- 
gan of the Central Labor Cotin- 
cil. 

“The Maurice Ball store has 
been on strike since August 5, 
1936. While other retail .furriers 
have granted their workers the 
35-hour week. higher wages and 
union recognition, this firm con- 
tinues to refuse collective bar- 
gaining and is using every means 
at its disposal to continue open 
shop conditions. 

“This firm is on record. for 
having broken’ two agreements 
signed with Fur Workers pre- 
viously. Workers in this shop are 
being fired for the only crime 
that they belong to a union. The 
hours of work range from 44 
to 48 hours per week; and the 
wages are lower than the min- 
imum standard established in 
the fur industry in Los Angeles.
